Criminal History 

ANTHONY ELDORADO, an LCN member, is better known 
as TONY PINES or TONY 2IT0, and has a criminal arrest .record 
dating back to 1936 when he was arrested for armed robbery 
in Detroit, Michigan, and sentenced to serve three to twenty 
years in the State Penitentiary at Jackson, Michigan. He 
was paroled October 21, 1938. ELDORADO has several more 
arrests but no other felony convictions. 


According to Chicago report of SA 


dated 


May 27, 1964, ELDORADO was "made" into the Chicago mob in 
1956 along with JOSEPH FERRIOLA. The two men were sponsored 
by FIORE BUCCIERI (deceased) and WILLIE "POTATOES” DADDANO* 


However, 


disputes the fact that 


ELDORADO was made an actual member of the Chicago mob. 
Source said that ELDORADO was too dumb to be a member. 


Source described ELDORADO as an animal - very mean, very 
strong. 
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Most references to ELDORADO have identified 
him as a muscle-man and .bodyguard for FIORE BUCCIERI • 
BUCCIERI died in 1973. 


During his younger days, ELDORADO was said 
to have a violent temper and would attack with little 
provocation. On April 25, 1963, the Chicago Tribune 
reported the arrest of ELDORADO after he assaulted two 
Chicago Police Officers who were attempting to question 
him about a bottle of vodka that two teenage girls said 
had been purchased from ELDORADO inside a hot dog stand 
that he was operating at the time. 

ELDORADO, at various times (.hiring the late 
1950s, and the early 1960s, was reported to be involved 
in gambling and juice. However, this activity appears 
to be mainly on behalf of FIORE BUCCIERI and often involved 
collection or enforcement.

On March 29, 1973, SA HAROLD JOHNSON, via 
memorandum, recommended that, the investigation of ELDORADO 
be closed because surveillance had disclosed that ELDORADO 
was becoming very slow with old age and appeared to be 
doing nothing more than menial labor for BUCCIERI around 
BUCCIERI 1 s home.

West Madison, Chicago, Illinois, telephone 379-1151, 1152, 
1153, and 261-9667. 


There is no current intelligence on ANTHONY 
ELDORADO which provides sufficient information to determine 
whether he is or is not involved in criminal activity.
